In claim 1 , lines 9-10, before "said first hole" insert -a perimeter of-. 

In claim 1 , lines 9-10, delete from "defines" to the end of the claim. 

In claim 3, lines 5-6, delete from "defines" to the end of the claim. 

In claim 9, line 3, change "material" to -composition--. 

In claim 9, line 7, change "material" to -composition--. 

In claim 9, line 9, change "material" to -composition--. 

In claim 21, line 13, change "surround" to -surrounding--. 

These changes are necessary to clarify the claims and correct a grammatical 

error. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior 
art fails to disclose a handle with the following features: 
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1 ) a first hole formed within the grasp portion in the shape of a first open 
informational image such that no light emitting material is present within or underlies the 
first open informational image as recited in claim 1 ; 

2) holes formed in the handle in the shape of open informational images with no 
material present within the holes, the holes defining the informational images being 
surroundede by the material including the phosphorescent composition as recited in 
claim 9; and 

3) a first hole formed within the grasp portion in the shape of a first open 
informational image and a second hole formed in the shaft portion in the shape of a 
second open informational image, the first open informational image and the second 
open informational image being devoid of light emitting material as recited in claim 21 .
